@ Remember our “House for Sale” of exactly one year ago this month? It concerned a 
little red house on an island in Maine (Matinicus) with such features as “a never- 
failing well, a kitchen pump and kerosene lamps” plus “sand beaches and the whole 
Atlantic Ocean” and offered for “about what you would pay for a new car these days.” 
Here’s what happened: the place was sold to one of four people who sent checks to Miss 
Doris P. Merrill, the owner, without ever having seen the property; 275 people—including 
artists, bankers, businessmen, lawyers, carpenters, clergymen, college professors, musicians 
and teachers plus two widows living in a trailer in Florida—answered the article; and, 
geographically speaking, the letters came from twenty-five of our fifty states!

As its name implies, Rockport was a port for rocks, or, more properly, for 
granite. The first of many quarries was opened up in 1823 by Nehemiah 
Knowlton and by some strange coincidence the only quarry in operation to- 
day is managed by Merrill Knowlton, opposite page. The hills above the 
town are dotted with cavernous openings—silent and full of water ever 
since World War | when improved building techniques made construction of 
stone obsolete. Gone, too, are the hundreds of men who swung chipping 
hammers and the scores of granite schooners that carried the stone to mar- 
kets all over the country. Evidences of the quarrymen remain today in the 
beautifully constructed buildings they used to build in their spare time. 
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Although only one child has been 
born in Rockport within the past 
ten years—the others were born in 
the Gloucester hospital—the town is 
more populated than ever before. 
Rockporters are justly proud of it. 
A famous Rockport citizen, John 
Kieran, has neatly said: “A lovely 
town, Rockport. Visitors love it. But 
the residents love it even more.

C AYTON KNIGHT IS WORKING 
quietly on another book in_ his 
home in Redding Ridge, near Danbury 
Connecticut. He’s a mild-mannered, soft- 
spoken man, wearing glasses these days, 
and you'd never suspect that he has lived 
a life of high adventure, missing death 
on several occasions by the narrowest of 
margins. 

No man living has as valid a claim to 
the title ‘Historian of the Air Age.” Clay- 
ton Knight has flown them all, and writ- 
ten about them, from the faltering under 
powered bailing-wire crates of World 
War I to the sleek, deadly fighters ot 
World War II. And he’s flown the jets, 
too. Just last year he flew 30,000 miles to 
get material for a book, Lifeline in The 
Sky, landing on a Greenland ice cap in a 
helicopter. He sat inside the plane with 
the cargo doors open to sketch and paint. 
Only when his paint brush froze did he 
realize how cold it was 

Doing his own illustrations for the 
books he writes is the natural thing for 
Knight; he was, in fact, an artist before 
he was ever in a plane or ever wrote a 
line. It was to have been his life’s work. 
Knight born in Rochester, New

Fe SOUNDS DISTURBED THE SYLVAN 
countryside that Spring afternoon, 
as Jim Luce lazed in the sun, gazing 
across the fields from his favorite = 


on the rickety bridge that spanned Sucker 
Brook. Somewhere a cowbell tinkled, and 
a crow in flight called out in all its 
harshness. The millrace on the stream 
murmured in the distance, as it drove the 
great creaking wheel at Hammond's mill. 
Luce also heard the steady blows of a 
woodsman’s axe off to the west, a sound 


borne on breezes that carried the season's 
first lilac scent. 

That afternoon Luce was rich, by the 
material standards of 1839. He possessed 
one hundred dollars. True enough, he had 
borrowed it—but it was his. A hard-work- 
ing woodchopper had lent Luce the 
money because he said he wanted to start 
a business in company with the Bonds 
and Elisha Hammond, owners of the little 
mill on Sucker Brook. 

The mill, located at Wait’s Corner, and

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a mile from Luce’s home, was the work- 
shop for a score of hands who turned out 
broadcloth, frockings and cassimere at the 
ten-year-old bustling industrial mite. 

William Bartlett, who had lent him 
the money, swung his axe against the vir- 
gin timber where an occasional hunting 
Indian passed through the countryside. 
Chopping within hearing distance of 
Luce, he may have wondered about the 
wiseness of his action. Eliza Abbott, the 
farm woman at the Wait’s Corner tan- 
nery, had advised Bartlett against mak- 
ing the loan. He had often worked for 
her—more than that, he had often con- 
fided in her. To Eliza, borrower Luce was 
a lazy type who would only squander the 
Vermonter’s hard-earned dollars. 

There is no record of Jim Luce ever 
entering into any business with the Wait's 
Corncr millowners; if he did it was prob- 
ibly an unprofitable venture. Some day 
Bartlett would expect the return of the 
loan, in cash or in kind 

Dusk came that day for the woodchop- 
per, and the gazer on the bridge. With its 
coming, Eliza Abbott prepared supper for 
her husband Hiram, and thought of Bill 
Bartlett as she cooked. The days passed 
into months, and then came that October 
afternoon in 1840. 

Jim Luce was sitting on the porch of 
his bachelor home, built fifty years earlier 
by his father. A solitary figure trudged 
toward him, along the narrow path that 
led from the Wait’s Corner blacksmith 
shop. Bill Bartlett was approaching, car- 
rying his worldly goods in a pack on his 
back. He had given up wood chopping 
and was striking out for his fortune in 
the West. He was coming to Luce to claim 
his hundred dollars—that, with what he 
had saved, would furnish him with a start. 
It was a sad leave-taking for Bartlett for 
one special reason. He was leaving his 
sweetheart, Eliza Abbott. She had em- 
ployed him to cut the timber on her prop- 


erty. In his love for Eliza he realized she 
was not for him, for she was wed to an- 
other man. She knew too that Bartlett was 
leaving for the West, and thought per 
haps it was for the best; she had found 
herself quite attracted to the brawny 
woodchopper. 

No one knows today what words passed 
between the lender and the borrower at 
the tiny Luce farmhouse that afternoon 
But there was the sound of a shot. Near

simile for extinction. However, as in the case of Mark Twain, the death 
reports seem to have been slightly exaggerated. 

True, the industry is hardly as viable as it used to be, but it’s not quite 
extinct. In fact, in the southwestern corner of Massachusetts, there’s a whip 
factory, established in 1798, that’s never had it so good. 

The firm is Turner & Cook, of Southfield, Massachusetts, a venerable 
outfit still owned and operated by the descendants of its founders, and a 
monument to Yankee ingenuity. In the memory of the oldest employee 
he started in 1905—no employee has ever been fired or laid off. More than 
a third of the labor force of about fifty has been with the firm more than 
twenty- five years. 

W hy has this little old Yankee firm, set down in a tiny, picture-postcard 
New England hamlet, been able to whip the odds? They’ ve done it by re 
sourcefulness—changing to meet the times—and by the fact that the huge 
companies that were their competitors of yesteryear have, like the dinosaurs, 
dropped of their own weight. 

The company was founded just before the turn of the Nineteenth Cen 
tury by one Isaac Turner, great-grandfather of the current president of the 
firm, Hadley Turner. Isaac's brother, Nathaniel, had graduated from Wil 
liams College in 1792, with the first graduating (Continued on page 104)

\X ] ORLD War II PRODUCED SEV- 
eral unhappy triangles in which 


an unsuspecting wife found herself with 
two husbands, the first having been de- 
clared officially dead during the war. The 
problems of these unfortunate people 
made headlines and aroused nationwide 
sympathy. 

Unintentional bigamy, however, is far 





from a twentieth century phenomenon. As 
long as two hundred years ago, the case 
of the Rhode Island Cranstons made 
headlines too. The main figure, Samuel 
Cranston, Esq., was a prosperous, colo 
nial merchant, who lived with his pretty 
wife in Newport, Rhode Island. His pros 
perity was threatened, however, by the 
French and Indian War, which nearly 
paralyzed colonial trade. The — 
Cranston cast about for new markets to 
the south. In 1756, he bade his tearful 
wife goodbye and set sail for Jamaica, 
where he hoped to establish new business 
contacts. 

He never reached his destination. Near 
the Florida Keys, a pirate ship attacked 
the vessel on which Cranston sailed. The

Back in Newport, Mrs. Cranston anx- 
iously awaited news of her ill-fated hus- 
band. She hoped and prayed for his safe- 
ty, but the passage of years with no word 
from him eventually forced her to accept 
a state of widowhood. 

Meantime, her husband was still very 
much alive as a prisoner on the pirate 
ship. Only thoughts of his wife and home 
sustained him through the long years of 
odious slavery. At last the carelessness of 
his masters enabled him to secure a small 
boat, provision it, and set out under cover 
of night upon the high seas. For days 
Cranston’s little boat floundered on the 
ocean. When he had almost abandoned 
hope, rescue came miraculously. A British 
ship picked him up and carried him sick 
and weary to Boston. 

The year was 1763, and a major social 
event in the colonies was the forthcoming 
marriage of the “widow’’ Cranston of 
Newport to one Mr. Russell, a socially 
prominent Bostonian. Shocked and 
grieved, the penniless Cranston walked 
the many miles separating him from New 
port. Dressed in a sailor's garb with a 
tarpaulin partially shielding his eyes, he 
sought entrance to his own house via the 
back He begged food from the 
cook, then requested an interview with 
the mistress of the house 

“Of course you shall not see my mis 
replied the outraged cook. “Even 
now she’s dressing for her wedding to

ERMONT IS THE ONLY NEw EN« 
land State that has been honored by 


the Post Office Department with a state- 
hood commemorative stamp. In fact, Ver 
mont has celebrated not only one, but fx 
anniversaries of statehood 

On August 3, 1927, the first Vermont 
sesquicentenni il stamp was placed on sale 
at the Bennington post office, and at 
Washington, D. C. The central design of 
this postage stamp portrays a “Green 
Mountain Boy,”’ dressed in fringed buck 
skins and a Davy Crockett cap. His gun 
is a long-barreled flintlock. Across the top 
of this red, two-cent stamp are the words 
Vermont Sesquicentennial,’ with "1777 
and “1927” just below. A ribbon at the 
left bears the word ‘Bennington 

Another two-cent stamp, issued at the 
same time, depicts the surrender of Gen 
eral Burgoyne. It was issued to commem 
orate four battles—Fort Stanwix, Oris 
kany, Saratoga, and Bennington 

The scene of the Bennington battle is 
a short distance beyond the Vermont-New 
York State Line, in Hoosick, New York. 


It was called the Battle of Bennington be 





cause that was the headquarters of the 
American forces, and the Bennington 
storehouse of supplies was the main ob- 
jective of General Burgoyne’s troops 

After fourteen years as an independent 
State, Vermont was admitted to the 
Union on March 4, 1791. On March 4, 
1941, the Post Office Department issued 
a three-cent stamp to commemorate the 
150th anniversary of Vermont's federal 
statehood. The central design shows the 
State Capitol at Montpelier (see left, sec- 
ind from top) At the right is a plain 
shield bearing thirteen five-pointed stars, 
one for each of the Thirteen Original 
States. In addition, a prominent white star 
rests upon the upper edge of the shield. 
This star represents Vermont as the four- 
teenth State 

The Stephen Daye Press, depicted on 
1 1939 commemorative stamp, is nuw in 
the Vermont Historical Society Museum 
at Montpelier 

Back in 1845, postmasters in several 
New England towns and cities were per- 
mitted to issue provisional stamps at their 
own expense Suc h stamps are known as 
Postmasters’ Stamps. Their use was dis- 
continued in 1847. The Brattleboro (Ver- 
mont) stamp is a rare item. Some years

Knight waited out the rest of the war 
in a Belgian hospital. His career as a pilot 
was over, though eventually he was able to 
walk without a limp 

He went back to advertising art, think- 
ing that he was through with airplanes 
In 1922 he married Katherine Sturges, 
fainous fashion illustrator for Harper's 
Bazaar. He was advertising illustrator for 
Liberty when the magazine Warbirds asked 
him to do a series of drawings for a 
story which was to be serialized. The ac 
tion drawings of dogfights he did fos 
Warbirds made him famous and he got 
assignments to do similar drawings fron 
many top magazines, including Saturday 
Evening Post, Collier's and Redbook 

In 1932, Cosmopolitan sent him with 
Floyd Collins to do a story on the U. S$ 
Fleet. Later the same magazine sent him 
again with another writer to South Ameri 
ca. About that time Knight began to won 
der if he couldn't do his own writing. He 
was just getting started as a writer when 
World War II broke out. 

When the United States became com 
mitted to action, Knight served as combat 
historian with the Air Force. He flew 
thousands of miles covering action in the 
Pacific area, and visiting troops in Alaska 
and the Aleutians. He made over 200 
drawings and wrote over 150,000 words 
all of which were deposited in the Histori 
cal section at Maxfield Air Base, where it is 
now being assembled for publication in 
book form 

When the Japanese signed the surren 
der document aboard the Missouri, Knight 
was there, sketching the momentous event 

After the war, Knight decided to do 
children’s novel, based on his aviation ex 
perience. He actually wrote six children’s 
novels between 1949 and 1955, when he 
took off for a round-the-world flight to 
get material for his book, Lifeline in the 
Sky, a story of the U. S. Military Air 
Transport Service. In 1958 he published 
another book for juveniles, Rockets, Mis- 
siles and Satellites 

Knight does not plan to chronicle man's 
first space flights. He is content to have 
been air age historian. He thinks space 
flight will be tame compared to his ex- 
periences in planes

farmer pulled his horse to a stop and 
glanced around. There was nothing but 
quiet then 

With the shot, Jim Luce slumped to the 
ground in front of his doorstep. Bartlett 
had fired the shot. He thrust the pistol in 
his pack and ran for the woods, by way 
of the nearby crossing at Sucker Brook 
Someone at the farmhouse down at the 
fork noticed the fleeing figure heading into 
the timber 

Bartlett was fleeing for his life. He was 
a murderer he knew, and realized his fate 
f he was caught. He headed for the wood 
lot where he had worked so hard for his 
sweetheart. Who could know he had been 
the killer? There had been no eye-witnesses 
Some villagers knew he planned to leave 
the district—some knew too of his affair 
with Eliza Abbott. He would carry out the 
plan that had come to him in a flash 

The excited fugitive reached the low 
rock on the Abbott property—eight feet 
length and four feet broad. He car 
tinder-dry brush and heaped it on the 
of stone. On the brush he stacked cord 
wood that had been drying for a year. He 
started the mass ablaze. Then he clambered 
threugh the smoke to the top of the pile 
pulling the pistol from his belt.

The muzzle-load 
er roared and Bartlett fell on the blazing 
pyre 

Back at the Luce home the villagers 
stood around as Jim Luce sat on the porch 
and described what had happened. Bartlett 
had fired at him point-blank. They finally 
realize how the man they saw on the ground 
had returned to this world. The bullet had 
not touched his body—it had struck a 
large brass button on his blouse. Instead 
of killing Luce, the slug had dented the 
button, and was then deflected into space 
The shock had rendered Luce temporarily 
senseless, and he had slumped to the 
ground in a faint 

Word of the attempted murder had 
reached the Wait’s Corner settlement, and 
men came running. They started out in 
search of Bartlett with grim determination, 
for he was now a man to be feared. Dil 
gent though the searchers were they turned 
uo no sign of Bartlett before nightfall cur 
tailed their efforts. The sight of smoke 
curling out of timberland would have 
meant nothing to them. No one had heard 
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the shot fired atop the blazing brush two 
miles away. 

Eliza Abbott sat rocking that night by 
the oil lamp in her kitchen. Hiram Abbott 
sat nearby and related to her the exciting 
happenings involving Luce and Bartlett 
She kept her thoughts to herself. She knew 
about the loan, and how important that 
hard-earned money was to her lover. She 
was relieved when Hiram admitted he and 
the other searchers had found no trace of 
the man who would kill another over 
money. 

Two days later a farm boy searching for 
a stray cow came upon smoldering ashes 
on the great stone slab. What he saw next, 
and what he had reported with haste in 
the village, was the body of Bill Bartlett 
In death his body had fallen away from 
the flames and lay almost unmarred. His 
plan for self-cremation had gone astray, 
but in a bizarre manner he had atoned for 
the “murder” he had committed 

At that stage Eliza Abbott entered onto 
the scene. The fire rock was just inside her 
property, on land in an original property 
grant from the King of England. Daring 
the sentiment of the villagers, and her hus- 
band, she prevailed upon the men who 
were planning to bring the body to the 
village for burial to remove the remains to 
a grassy plot not far from the Abbott farm 
house.

He found the stone marker that 
suited her, and with help got the quarter 
ton stone to the gravesite, and then set to 
work to chisel out the epitaph Eliza had

requested. With a crude cutting instrument 
Tucker inscribed the words: “Bartlett the 
Suicide,” but in cutting the “S” he re 
versed it, and so it appears today. 

Eliza Abbott did not let her devotion to 
Bartlett rest with the erection of the crude 
monument. A few years before her death she 
had a new deed to her property drawn up 
in it she had the stipulation inserted that 
any subsequent title-holders were not to 
disturb the monument or the grave. That 
stipulation is included in the property deed 
on file at the Worcester County Courthouse 

Why the Wait's Corner farm woman 
chose such an odd epitaph has been a dis 
cussion point in the area for generations 
Her action was probably a dramatic ges 
ture of recognition of the man whom sh¢ 
felt tried to protect her. She told friends 
Bartlett's attempt to cremate himself was 
an effort to destroy all trace of himself 
and thereby bring no stigma to his sweet 
heati. 

Today the unusual memorial stone main 
tains its vigil, standing as a mute reminder 
of a tragedy long ago, and of a woman's 
remarkable devotion 7

class of that institution. He had wound up 
in Southfield as minister of the Congrega- 
tional Church, and had noticed that the 
adjacent Umpachini River was a fine place 
to soak hides. So he had written to his 
brother in Norfolk, Connecticut, who came 
up and established a tannery. In those early 
days, they specialized in buckskin lashes for 
whips. 

They went along in this fashion for al 
most a century, a very small frog in the 
huge whip industry. They almost certainls 
would have foundered in the age of the 
nternal combustion engine, to come to full 
flower not long after the start of the 
Twentieth Century, if it had not been for 
the vision and enterprise of Julius Turner 
grandson of Isaac and father of Hadley 

Julius, an independent youth, had run 
away trom home and become a machin st 
He had an inventive turn of mind, and 
when he returned to Southfield to take 
over the family business, he had a lot of 
new ideas. For one, he invented a braiding 
machine. The lashes had formerly been 
braided by women in their own homes, a 
holdover from the cottage economy of the 
early industrial revolution 

Even more significantly, he turned the 
firm's main effort to the production of 
whip cores. The core of a whip is that 
long, tough, immensely resilient rod on 
which is wound the outer covering. Dur- 
ing the Nineteenth Century, most whip 
cores were made of whalebone, but wit 
the indiscriminate slaughter of the whales 
this commodity was becoming scarce and 
expensive 

In 1895, the firm began to make whip 
cores of cattle hide, and now in the second 
half of the Twentieth Century, it's selling 
xore of these whip cores than it ever did 

Julius Turner, not long after he took 
over the company, took in as a partner his 
cousin, Howard Cook. Howard's son, Pal- 
mer, recently retired as vice president 
Hadley Turner's brother, Dudley, is treas 
urer 

But if the company had depended only 
on whip cores, it almost certainly would 
have eventually gone under, like its many 
competitors. About 1910, Julius realized 
that the tough animal fiber that goes into 
whip cores could also be used to make the 
pins that lace together the leather power 
belts still used in industry. This commod 
ty now provides almost half of the firm's 
ncome. 
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And a few years ago, Turner & Cook 
found yet another use for its tough raw- 
hide. It could be rolled up and used as the 
core of mallets, providing a strength that 
can shape metal, and yet with enough give 
so that it does not cause dents 

The enterprise is housed in a long, two- 
story, gray wooden building, like many of 
the old factory buildings one sees dotted 
throughout New England. Except that al- 
most all of the others are empty now 
Many were textile plants that have gone 
South. But Turner & Cook goes on full 
blast, like a coelacanth found alive and 
kicking long after its species is presumed 
defunct. 

The machinery hasn't been changed in 
decades. It still works fine, for it was de- 
signed right there for a specific purpose 
Most of the employees are middle-aged, or 
well beyond. The oldest is in his eighties, 
and as vigorous as a New England winter 

How can a factory that produces whip 
cores survive in the twilight of the horse? 

For one thing, horses are not as scarce 
as you might think. In 1900, there were 
0,000,000 in this country. There are still 
n the neighborhood of 9,000,000. And 
there are a lot of equestrians around 

Then too, the resurgence of harness 
racing in recent years has given the whip 
business a lift 

Also, whips are used considerably in 
stockyards, where no other means has yet 
been devised to effectively control and 
guide cattle 

But an expanding population and econ 
omy is Turner & Cook's greatest ally 

“The population of the country grows 
three per cent every year,” Hadley Turner 
says. This means more riders, and more 
people who eat steaks. And if you want a 
whip core, there’s almost no place to get 
it anymore but Turner & Cook. They're 
the only producers in the western hemis 
phere. They have some competition fron 
England and Germany, but not much 

And so, with the lack of competition 
and with a strong assist from belt pins and 
mallets, Turner & Cook sails blithely 
along, doing a bigger business than ever 
before 

If Nathaniel Turner, the Eighteenth 
Century New England divine who indirect 
ly started the whole thing, were still alive 
he almost undoubtedly would make it the 
topic for a sermon. 

And he almost certainly would title his 
text for the day, “Sweet Are The Uses Of

One day in 1805, the ringing of a wood 
man’s axe echoed in the forest-clad notch 
Workmen were engaged in clearing a right 
of way for the Notch Road between Fran- 
conia and Peeling, now Woodstock. Tradi- 
tion tells us that the road crew camped at 
the pond now known as Profile Lake; that 
Luke Brooks and John Whitcomb discov- 
ered the Great Stone Face, and named it 
“Jefferson.” Another version claims that 
Nathaniel Hall made the discovery. 

On June 21, 1955, the Post Office 
partment issued a green three-cent stamp 
at Franconia, to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the discovery of the Old Man 
of the Mountains 

New Hampshire has a share in the 
Ratification commemorative stamp, issued 
June 21, 1938.

cents. Here, on Saturday night and two 
afternoons a week, farmers and factory 
workers rub elbows with the nationally 
known summer residents of nearby Heath 
and Ashfield, all of them laughingly hunt- 
ing a bargain. 

Besides the long racks of really good 
suits and dresses, there are big tables load- 
ed with everything from iron pots to fine 
antique china and, if you have a large 
item like a piano or refrigerator which 
you want to sell, The Trading Post will
